GEORGE ARLISS 


77 Years of Age 


George Arliss, 
Famed Actor, 
Dies in Britain 


LONDON, Feb. 6—(CP)—Suave, 
polished George Arliss, distingu- 
ished British stage and motion pic- 
ture actor, died at his London home 
last night, aged 77. 

His death followed an attack of 
bronchial trouble. His wife, the 
former Florence Montgomery, was) 
with him at the time. 

A noted character actor, he had 
played the part of many notables 
on stage and screen, including Shy- 
lock, Disraeli and the founder of 
the Rothschild banking house, 

SINCE 1935 HE HAD lived in 
Britain, Prior to that he was well) 
known on the stage in both London 
and New York and had made a 
number of films in Hollywood, 

One of his best-known perform- 
ances on the stage was in “The 
Green Goddess”, which ran for a 
year in London. Later he starred in 
a film version of the play. 

Following his return to Britain 11 
years ago he made a number of 
films in Britain, including ‘His 
Lordship”, “The Iron Duke”, “The 
Guv’nor”, and “East Is West”, 

HE WAS ALWAYS impeccably 
dressed, and wore a monocle, He 
was a stickler for punctuality. 

Mr. Arliss’ first stage appearance | 
was in 1887 at the Elephant and 
Castle theatre‘in London, and his 
first New York appearance was 
made four years later, with Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell. 

Besides “The Green Goddess”, 
one of his better known stage per- 
formances was in “Old English.” 

His other Hollywood-made films 
included “The Millionaire”, “Car- 
dinal Richelieu”, “The King’s Vac- 
ation” and “The Last Gentleman”, 


Roosevelt Stamps 
Sold at Auction 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6, — (CP) — 
Eight envelopes addressed to 
franklin D, Roosevelt and mailed 
from the royal train during the 
North American visit of the King 
and Queen in 1939 sold for $100 
yesterday at a public auction of the 
first part of the late president's 
stamp collection. 

Only one envelope, however, 
actually was mailed in Canada al- 
though all items were posted from 
the royal train. The Canadian en- 
velope bore the postmark “Train 
Royal, June 12, 1939” and three 
Canadian stamps showing the King 
and Queen, the Princesses and the 
Ottawa war memorial. 

THE OTHER ENVELOPES were 
mailed from Rouses Point, on the 
Canadian-American border, New 
York City and Washington. 

Another item from Canada on the 
block was a first flight from Van-

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Intermittent Supplies 


The United States is functioning just 
now as a great laboratory where manage- 
ment and labor are demonstrating their 
ability, or their inability, to keep the public 
continuously supplied with the necessaries 
and luxuries of life. That, whether they will 
it or not, is the test to which these indus- 
trial factors are being subjected. P 

Thus far they have not made good, Gov- 
ernment had to take over the packing plants 
to prevent a meat famine. The steel mills 
are idle, and dependent industries are closing 
down all across the country. New York is 
threatened with scarcity of food and fuel. 
About two million people are out of work, 
and five times as many sharing the loss of 
wages. All because management and labor 
have not been able to adjust their differ- 
ences without ticing up the works and para- 
lyzing production or equally ncessary dis- 
tribution, 

Yet neither management nor labor wel- 
comes the idea that arbitration should be 
compulsory. Quite the contrary. Both, in one 
case or another, are calling President Tru- 
man names, directly or by implication, for 
intervening or trying to intervene. They pre- 
fer to fight it out between themselves—and 
let the public stand the consequences. That | 
is what the demonstration amounts to, 

There is no reason to suppose that man- 
agement and labor in the United States are 
better able, or less able, than elsewhere to 
settle their disputes without interrupting | 
production. If there is variation between 
that country and others, it is in degree. In 
Canada, as in the United States, production 
is on the stop-and-go principle. Whether the 
public shall have a continuous supply of this, 
that or the other commodity rests with the 
Stock-holders and the employees of the pro- 
ducing concerns, When they see fit to shut 
down the plants and tangle in a fight over 
wages or hours or working conditions, the 
public are supposed to get along without 
that particular product. 

Isn't this a pretty crude and obsolete 
way of carrying on the business of support- 
ing a high and rising standard of living? Is 
it even a way that the long-suffering public 
are likely to stand for much longer? 


The Method Proves Itself 


The big blast went off in Turner Valley 
according to plans. As an explosion, pro- | 
duced in very unusual circumstances by very 
unusual methods, it was a complete success, 
The complicated apparatus worked, and the 
5000 quarts of nitro-glycerine released its 
energy at the bottom of the 6000 foot hole. 
There were some doubts that the mechanism | 
would work, but it did. 

No person was killed or injured, no build- 
ings were wrecked, no alarming tremors | 
reached the surface. A moderate spurt of 
water came out of the pipe and the casing | 
was lifted a foot and a half. Otherwise the 
subterranean disturbance went unmarked | 
by any of the anticipated manifestations | 
above ground. As a spectacle the affair was 
a flop. Little Chicago stands intact, and the 
timid souls who fled the scene can go back | 
to homes and jobs. 

Whether anything was accomplished is | 
not yet known. Early reports were that 
neighboring wells showed no increase in oil 
output, The blast made a “bridge” at the 
bottom of the hole in which it was set off, | 
and this will have to be drilled through be- 
fore it is known whether the hoped for, 
results were obtained there. 

The conclusion seems to be that if shat- 
tering the limestone can revive the flow from | 
Valley wells, it is now definitely known how 
the shattering can be done. 


Not a Major Issue, But-- 


The UNO is not being given a unanimous 
welcome to its prospective headquarters on 
the Connecticut-New York seaboard. Decid- | 
edly not. The area recommended by the site 
committee is occupied by palatial homes and 
estates, owned by wealthy New Yorkers. 
These are not at all inclined to sell out, even 
to the international peace league—and at no 
doubt fanciful prices. They suggest there 
are plenty of other well-situated areas which 
have been less expensively developed and 
which are less rich in family and other tradi- 
tions. 

Maybe this is a tempest in a teapot. But 
it is easy to appreciate the views of the 
objectors. No one likes to be turned out of 
his home when he doesn’t wani to sell. Par- 
ticularly if the place has been in the family 
for generations, is highly prized for its long 
associations and pleasant surroundings 
and if the cost of keeping up the establish- 
ment presents no personal }‘oblem. 

The site-hunting committee seems to 
have made the mistake of not consulting 


these interested parties before it made its | 


‘choice, There may have been financial rea- 
sons for not doing so, but the oinission gives 
the recommendation an appearance of high- 
handed procedure. In effect the estate-own- 
ers are told, without advance notice, that 
they will have to sell or be expropriated. 

The UNO is not so hard up for alterna- 
tive sites that it has to resort to strong-arm 
methods, There are plenty of other areas 
where the international capital could be 
suitably located, with the unanimous ap- 
proval of the local residents, and without 
destroying one of the show places of the 
continent,

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More About Those Spots 


Now we know what to expect, and why. 
Astronomers at the observatory at Rich- 
mond Hill, Ontario, have supplied some de- 
tails about those spots on the sun and things 


They do not tell us why the spots have 
appeared on the solar disc, but are positive 
as to their presence and magnitude. These, 
they say, are large enough to be seén with 
the naked eye. They warn of course that 
nobody should go out and stare at the sun 
without an intervening shield against the 
intensity of the light rays. They recommend 
smoked glass a8.a suitable screen, through 
which the blotches may be observed without 
danger of injury to the sight. 

As to the expectabie results of these solar 
eruptions, if that is what they are, the obser- 
vatory men do not take in much territory. 
In fact they confine themselves to two items, 
but on these they are definite. There will be 
static on the radio, they say, plenty of it, 
for several nights. In fact they rather give 
the impression that it won’t be worth while 
trying to pull in distant stations. 

But they do offer consolation. If we can’t 
hear the favorite crime story or the throaty 
comedian we can shut off the machine and 
go out and look at the Northern Lights— 
which, the astronomers promise, will be 
exceptionally brilliant for as many nights 
as the static hisses and crackles in the re- 
ceiving set.

For Next Month 


Eleven Edmontonians associated 
with the Canadian Red Cross So- 
ciety Tuesday afternoon took action 
in organizing for their part in the 
seventh annual Red Cross appeal 
of the northern Alberta branch. 

THE MEETING, conducted by R. 
H. Settle, chairman of the Northern 
Alberta division of the Red Cross, 
was held at the Edmonton Club. 
Red Cross executives, pointing to 
the $455,036 raised in last year's 
campaign, expressed confidence 
that this year’s drive would be 
equally successful.

IN SPEAKING of the housing 
shortage, he said that Canada 
must either build cheaper houses 
so that the ordinary wage earner 
can afford them, or institute a sub- 
sidized housing plan. As for cheaper 
houses, he was against the idea,

FIVE POLICE officers testified 
that the deceased appeared to be 
intoxicated when he was arrested 
at 2 a.m.
